BEBLIX, Hay 11, 1S71.—According to 


all the intelligence received the health of 
Pooe Pio Xono is perfectly satisfactory, 
and not »t nil likoly-to undergo an early 
change for the averse. Iu the courw of 
nature, however, anew Pope will have 
to-be elected some day, although the 
exact fimo cannot be foreseen with cer- 
tainty. To all those governments in 
-whose countries the Catholic Church 
has a recognized position,tthf attitude 
of the chief of that church is of such 
great importance thnt it seems expedi- 
ent to try and realize even now the con- 
•eouences likely to ensne from » change 
of*Pope. It has long been acknowl- 
edged that the povernments having 
Catholic subjects have » grout and direct 
in:ere8t, both in the person of the future 
Pope aad in the certainty that the elec- 
tion will be attended with all those for- 
ms! and material guaranties rendering it 
possible for governments to regmd the 
election as valid, and having lull and 
indubitable force in their countries 
and with their subjects. There can 
be

ing « Pope 
to 
exercise in their 


resnectivc territories rights so extensive 
as in IOGUV respects to border on sover- 
eignty, the governments have conscien- 
tiously to ask themselves whether they 
ard in a position to admit the legality of 
the election. If a Pope were not recog- 
nized by all or bv most of the European 
sovereigns, shmild the reasons for dis- 
owning kirn be. of a formal or material 
nature, he would be as little a Pope as 
any Bithop covtld be a Bishop without 
the consent rifcd approval of his govern- 
ment. Such was the case even under 
the former regime, ft'lien, the positions 
of the Bishops being more independent, 
governments but rarely-had occasion to 
communicate with the Pope on matters 
ecclesiastical. But iu consequence of 
the concordats concluded in the begin- 
ning of this century, the relations be- 
twec the Pope and the governments be- 
came n.0.-e direct and iu a sense more 
intimate, and now that (.he ^atican 
Council and the two principal votes 
passed by the same, referring respec- 
tively to the infallibility and jurisdiction 
of the Pope, have entirely changed the 
relative position of the Popo and the 
governments the latter are all the more 
interested in the future Pope and ac- 
cordingly all the mere entitled to insist 
•upon thedtioand unqualified recogni- 
tion of the two rights. By the votes 
just mentioned the Pope IB enabled 
himself to exercise episcopal jurisdic- 
tion in each and every diocese, so as 
entirely to supersede the authority of 
any bishop holding office with the con- 
'sent of the secular power. In other 
words, the Episcopal jurisdiction is en- 
tirely merged in the Papal. The Pope, 
no longer content with a few reserved 
lights, but appropriating to himself the 
whole Episcopal authority, has in theory 
cnttrseded the bishops, and is practical- 
h-at liberty to enforce his new powers at 
any moment in the case of any bishop 
hs choososr. The bishops are only his 
tools, his servants, swayed by his dic- 
tates, and without any responsibility of 
their own. In their relations to the sec-

It is impossible to 
foresee under what circumstances the 
next Papal election will ba made, aixl 
irhefhet.it win not. perhaps, bo pre- 
dipiUted in such a way as to imperil even 
the forms guaranteed in the past.

.these xeasons it seems desirable that 
those governments concerned ito the 
dectiou^of aJ?ope, by the ecclesiastical 
imprests of. their Catholic subjects and 
the position-of' -the Catholic CknreU in 
their countries, -should- approach the 
question in time! and, if possible, agree 
npon a common attitude and the con- 
<lUions,on which they will recognize the 
next Pope. .Could an agreement upon 
this head be effected between the Euro- 
pean Governments this would be ot im- 
njensp importance, ahd perhaps might 
obviate serious complicatiaus._ I ic- 
quest your'Excellency confidentially to 
ask -the Government, to which you have 
the honor of being accredited whether 
they would bo inclined to exchange 
opinions, and eventually enter into an 
agreement with us upon this subject. If 
the willingness exists'-ne shall easily find 
a form for the purpose. I authorize 
your Excellency to read this rescript to 
th<i Minister, requesting you at the same 
time to give out no copy for the present 
Mid to treat the whole matter discreetly.

The Albany Krpress, referring to the 


recent decisio'n of tho Indiana Supreme 
Court respecting this rights of colored 
children in t'ue public .schools, says: "In 
the State of New York tlio common 
schools in the rural districts have, ever 
since we'haw hud a common school sys- 
tem, been as free to the children of col- 
ored parent* as to the iliilrlron of white 
parents. 
Many years ngo an act was 


passed authorizing cities, union school 
districts, a»il districts orgamzed under 
.special legislative enactment, to estab- 
lish and maintain separate schools for 
.colored children, but making stringent 
.jaxivisions that the course of instruc- 


tion in such separate schools should bo 
.e_<jvml to that in the schools for white 
•efiildren. 
Uatler this provision of 


J&w most of the larger cities of the 
State of New 1'ork—among them Albany 
—established separate colored schools, 
and maintained them at very con- 
HJderiblo expense, as wi'll as to the 
great inconvenience of our colored 
people. 
In this city the colored school 


was located in Hudson street, between 
Hawk and Swan, and colored citizens re- 
siding in the outskirts of the city, miles 
away from 
that school-house, were 


obliged to send their children there, or 
else obtain no benefit from our common 
school system. Better counsels finally 
prevailed; the separate 
school was 


abolished some years ago, r.ud colored 
children attend the public schools upon 
the samp terms sts others. The city has 
been saved considerable expense in the 
matter, and i»<> harm to the system has 
come from the admission of colored 
pnpils to the regular public schools. 
These schools, are filled to overflowing, 
and will be, just as long as the quality 
of instruction given in them is as good 
as it is.
